LONDON, Jan. 2—-President Wil- 
son was the guest of honor Friday 
night at a banquet staged in the 
midst of a veritable fairyland of 
brillfance; satisfying in every parti- 
cular childhood’s dreams of royal 
splendor, 

Sitting between King George and 
Queen Mary, the President ate with 
what was perhaps the identical 
knife and fork used by George III. 
who was King when the United 
States was born. The table was set 
with the famous gold ware collec- 
tion, worth $15,006,000, which was 
started in the reign of George III. 

When the President and the 
Queen, followed by the King and 
Mrs. Wilson and other guests, en- 
tered the room, they were preceded 
by servants in gold very, walking 
backward and waving white wands 
tioped with gold. As the President 
stepped into the bamquet room ‘ his 
expression showed that he felt the 
scene seemed too usreal to be rea- 
ly true and that it was hard for him

ized faify phantasy. 

Upon the table tore than a hun- 
dred candles — filckered, bejeweling 
the ‘gold plates, vases and other 
tableware.

Hon, William F. ‘Lloyd, Premier 
of Newfoundland for the past vear, 
was born near Manchester, England, 
54 years ago.

‘So Many Shells Work of Counting 
Scarcely Begun. 


Coblenz, Jan. 4.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)}—German war mater- 
lal “to be formally turned over to 
the Americans by January 1 con- 
tinues to arrive here and at places 
in this vicinity, ~ Among the arms 
surrendered are: 100,000 rifles. 20.- 
000 of which were captured from 
the Allies. The heavy artillery in- 
cludes two. six-inch. guns maanu- 
factured in 1873, but used on the 
front during the latter days of the 
war. Both guns were In first-class 
condition. 

At Matternich, near Coblenz, 
American soldiers have taken charge 
of. 75,000 fancy dress helmets in- 
tended for the use of officers of the 
Elghth German army. These include 
bright steel helmets for the cavalry, 
dark heavy ones for hussars and re- 
gulation Prussian Guard helmets. 

More than 200,000 yerds of gray 
German uniform cloth has ¢ omé 
into the hands of the Americans 
from ths warehouses at Coblenz. It 
may be practicable to dye it and 
release it for use, . In a warehouse 
in Coblentz-Lutzel, across the Mo- 
selle River from this city, 80,000 
pounds of shoe leather and machin- 
ery. for repairing shoes have been 
found. A plan is under considera- 
tion to use this repair factory for 
making shoes for the army of oc- 
cupation. 2 

Material abandoned by th eGer- 
mans includes harness made 
paper and steel breast pla 
by snipers. At Mytheim the Ger- 
mans left so many shells that the 
work of counting them Is barely be- 
gun, although the soldiers have 
been busy at the task for more than 
a week.

Paris. Jan. 3.—In rne course of his 
sneech in, the Chamber of Deputies

Britain Heads a Plan 
to Have Internation! 
Labor Trouble Court 


London, Jan, 4.—The British War 
Cabinet is consivering a  prepesal 
which may have an important bear- 
ing on future labor questions 
throughout the world, according to 
The Express. The proposal-is to ask 
the peace conference at one of its 
earliest sessions to appoint a com-| 
mission to inquire into the question 
of an international, adjustment of 
the conditions of employment and to 
submit plans for a permanent inter- 
national court and organization to se 
eure joint action in such matters. 

“It is certain” says the newspaper, 
“that the Suggestion will bo adopted 
and it is also certain it will result in 
an organization, as part of an active 
league of nations to prepare the way 
for international regulation of con- 
ditions of employment which would 
be a death blow to sweating. The 
French Governinent is cordially sym- 
pathetic toward the proposal, ‘Two 
or three employers of labor and an 
equal number of* workmen's repre- 
sentatives will probably accompany 
the British delegation to the con- 
ference as advisors in labor mat- 
ters.”

Cork 


Resuming the journey later I ar- 
rived in Cork Saturday evening. 
Several repatriated prisoners of war 
came by the-same train and I had 
the not unpleasant experience of be- 
ing mistaken for one of them. Be- 
fore I could explain the difference 
I was profusely greeted by several 
fair colleens, and even then had dif- 
ficulty in convincing them that I 
wasn’t “camouflaging.” 

Cork is a very lively town in the 
evening. Everyone seemed bent on 
driving dull care away with the re- 
sult that some tmbfbed well but not 
wisely.

Monday morning found me in Kil- 
larney, “that Eden of the West,” and 
the commencement of-the most in- 
teresting part of the whole trip.

After four days of viewing Kil- 
larney’s Jakes and mountains, one 


can fully appreciate the words of the! 


famous song: 


“By Killarney’s lakes and fells, 

” Emerald isles and winding bays, 

Moyntain paths and woodland dells, 
Memory ever fondly strays. : 


“Bountédus nature loves all lands, 
Beauty wanders every where; 

Footprints leaves on many strands, 
But her home fs surely there.” 


It would require a more gifted pen 
than mine to do justice to its varied 
beauty, but I will endeaver to de- 
scribe it as I saw it. 

In company with two Australians, 
Jan early start-was made the first day, 
leaving the town in- the Irish‘ na- 
tional vehicle—the jaunting car, For 
about efght miles the way led 
through winding lanes past the hum- 
ble homes of the Irish peasant folk. 
invariably their cottages are built 
of stone with low walls and deeply 
thatched roofs. The enclosed yards 
in front of the cottages were lively 
with pigs and fowl, and children. 
Every peasant has his donkey and 
heavy two-wheeled cart. The com- 
bination seems capable of carrying 
loads out Se" proportion to their 
size. 

The firet stop was made at a clean 
white-walled cottage at tne entrance 
of the Gap of Dunloe. The cottage 
is the reputed home of Kate Kear- 
ney, of whom the poet sings: 


“Oh! did ye no’er hear of Kato Kear- 
ney? 
She lives by the Lakes of Killarney.” 


Here we changed to horses for 
the ride through the famous Gap to 
the head of the Uppen Lake. The

When Europe has undergone a 
settling process and when Bolshev- 
ism *has run {ts course, will be time 
to include-in the league, formed by 
the four Allied nations, other nations 
from time to time as they prove 
thelr, fitness for admission. These 
four powers at the same time can 
meke offective the freedom of the 
Beas. ; 

A‘probatign of at least fifty years 
should be required before either of 
the Central Powers should be admit- 
ted into a league of nations that 
may be formed. 

“It will take at least two genera- 
tions for the German people to get) 
over their absurd notion that they 
are super-men, and destined to dom- 
inate the rest of mankind. This 
Chauvenistic spirit must be utterly 
crushed out before we can expect a 
regeneration that would fit the Hun 
to join a league of civilized nations 
to preserve peace. The great mass 
of the-German people today do not 
admit defeat, and are talking of the 
“next war" when they will be better 
prepared to win. Clemenceau {s de- 
termined there shall be no “next 
war" on a large scale, and is a little 
shy of Wilson's Utopia.

still sending to our soldiers (though 
not perhaps in such large quantities) 
but. they have added ‘to their 
activities, work for the homeless and 
destitude refugees. 

Now. the money for working 
materials is just aS necessary as 
before the war ended. Our soldiers 
who are still on duty there still need 
socks and the hospitals still require 
supplies. ‘Tag days are ended and 
other means for raising money have 
ceased almost entirely. Giving 
through the Red Cross Penny Bags 
is lesa felt than through any other 
method we have used. Only a little 
thought and perhaps a wee bit of 
sacrifice are. required. The chief 
burden falls upon the faithful 
collectors and {tie a little  dis- 
couraging to them when their 
collections fall down. 

The penny bag collections will not 
be kept up one moment longer than 
ig necessary. elite interest and 
suppprt. of. or, citizens. gate. ore 
than two yeare has n ery 
gratifying and in thanking you most 
sincerely for your help-in the past,

An action was tried last week at 
the Assizes in this city before the 
Honorable Mr. Justice Latchford 
brought by Freeman C! Aman. of 
; Belleville, against Edna Jane Aman 


and also W. F. Aman, her son. 
plaintiff endeavored to show 
Mrs, Aman was not the lawful wife 
of Thomas Henry Aman, that she 
had previously married one Albert 
McMullen, who was still living at 
the time she married Thomas Hénry 
Aman. ‘ 

By proving what he alleged the 
plaintiff sought to upset the will of 
Thomas H. Aman, who left his pro- 
verty to Edna Jane Aman.” The 
plaintiff sued as the only heir of his 
brother and also as the administrat- 
or of the estate of his sister, Rachel. 

Tho defendants allegedthat Edna 
Jane Aman was divorced from -her 
first husband, Albert McMullen, at 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, tho said Al- 
bert .

\Neighbors Quarrel 
Over Boundary 


His Honor Judge Deroche tried an 
action Thursday between two neigh- 
bors residing in the Township of 
McClure.

Should the christian dance, play 
cards and go to theatres? 

I propose to pay a compliment to- 
night to these amusements, I intend 
to discuss them. It is never agreeable 
to antagonize popular sins, to he a 
voice crying In the wilderness. to be 
sent to Nineveh on Jonah's errand; 
yet the true gospel preacher finds 
that the pillar of fire leads that way, 
and then there is naught for him to 
do but follow. He will be sure of the 
hatred of the devil's multitudes ard 
of the mild criticism of the \ many 
g00d people who Inve a compro- 
mising peace more and who shrink 
from taking sides against sin when 
sin fs well dressed, has money and 
moves In so-ca}led good society. 

But he may sure of something 
else too. He may be sure of the 
approving smile of God, of the 
blessed abiding in the Holy Spirit, 
of the conversion of many souls. 
Each preacher must take his cholce. 
There are two clasees who advocate 
these amusements, the theatre, the 
dance end the cards, The first class 
fs the dishonest and ignorant - ad- 
yocate and defender. There sre those 
who very positively declare that 
there is no harm ih these amuse- 
ments. Bring together all your 
arguments, gather all your statistics 
pile up your proof, but. no, they 
won't ‘be convinced. . 

There fg no harm in them and 
they will go no matter what statistics 
prove. They will go and that settles 
it. Of course they will go. We can- 
not stop them but we may clear 
our garments and let the blood of 
their lost souls be upon their heads. 
.The wise man for a good reason 
{may be persuaded to change his 
jmind but a fool never, but then, this 
jis the smaller class and few, if any, 
there tonight.are to be found In: it. 
.For jt I have no message. . 

The second class is composed of 
jthe honest and conscientious de 
fender of these pleasures. There are 
many honest people both in church 
and out of the church who can see 
no res in these questionable amuso- 
ments. 


Not All Lost 


Some would have you believe that 
we preach that every one who in- 
dulges in any.or all of these amuse- 
ments is lost. Not for one moment do 
we preach any such thing We readily 
and chearfully confess that In every 
community there may be found those 
of high moral character who fall to 
view these things in the same light 
that we do, who indulge in them 
because, personally, thev cen see 
jno harm in them and who. if they 
were convinced of their hurtfulness 
would just as cheerfully surrender 
them as any preacher or evangelist; 
who ever gave them up. | 

We do not say that the persons 
Who engage fn any or all of thesei 
things must necessarily be eternally! 
lost. We do not say that they are 
'not christians, we do. not say that 
they have not some degree of re- 
listows experiences, neither do we 
say that they are not interested in 
ithe cause of the kingaom of Christ, 
but from all we'can learn upon the 
|subsect from a careful study of these 
amusements, from a study of the 
lives of thore who engage in them, 
we unhesitatingly claim that they 
!would be far havpfer In their own! 
experience, that they would bea 
thousand times repaté-in freedom 
;from uncomfortable questinnings of 
conscience, that they would be a 
thonsand times repaid in their {n- 
jfluence for xood {f they would only 
lcheerfully Bive up everything which 
stends upon doubtful ground. . 
|: The policy of =the genuine 
christian fs not simply defensive but 
nggressive. His supreme aim is not 
jto indulge in all that may de 
lescaned without detriment, but to 
attain unto all that will render 
tthem more efficlent in promoting 
jthe kingdom of Christ.

If 
there is no harm ‘in them, why Is it 
that the people of the world are the 
first to cry, “hypocrites,” if our 
church people engage in them? No 
harm.in them, you say? And yet 
when we ask you to become a 
Christian, you say “I go to the 
theatre, I dance, I play cards and [ 
am not ready to give them up." 
Showing that even those in the 


world have questionings and con-|~ 


vietions' upon the matter. 

A Godless young fellow said of a 
certain young lady with whom he 
had just danced: “I tell you she is 
a daisy, she is a church member I 
know, but she is ‘not religious en- 
ough to hurt her dancing.”

A larger grant will now be made to all 
who have served at the front. whether 
discharged before or after the Armistice. 
Those who were on active servi nthe 
date of the Armistice; but had rved 
at the front, will also receivé-a gratuity 
on a higher scale. e 

The War Service Gratuity is given over 
and above any “back pay,” pension or 
clothing allowance to which a man ma 
be entitled. : 

It is given in addition to all the care, 
attention and service which the Govern- 
ment will devote in order to restore our 
fighting men to civil life. 


To Whom Awarded. 


All ‘soldiers discharged on or after 
November 1th, 1918; who have served 
with good cond::ct will receive War Service 
Gratuity according to their class. 

Soldiers discharged before November 
Ulth, 1918, wil receive War Service 
‘Gratuity only. if they served at the front 
in any actual theatre of war. 

If a soldier discharged before November 
llth, 1918, did not serve in an actual 
theatre of war he will be envitled only to 
post discharge pay—according to his class 
on the old scale. 


The Amount of the Gratuity. 


The gratuity consists of a continuation 
of a soldier’s pay, ficld allowance and 
separation allowance for a period beyond 
his discharge. 

This period ‘is graded according $6 the 
ilength and character of service. 

If his service has been in part overseas 
his: gratuity is figured on a higher scale 
than that of the man who has served_only 
in Canada. 

The maximum gratuity for the man 


rc 


who has served overseas is six months. 
This js given to the man whose total ser= °- 
vice amounts to three years or more. 

Three months gratuity is the maximum 
for the man who has seryed in Canada 
only, and it is given for three years’ 
service. A 

If the monthly pay and allowances for. 
a man whose dependents have been re- 
ceiving separation allowance’ should be 
less than $100 he is given $100 per month 
as gratuity. A part of the gratuity equal 
to* separation allowance will be paid 
direct to the dependent entitled to it, . 

If the monthly. pay and allowances for 
a man without such dependents should 
amount to less.than $70.00 he is to receive 
$70.00°per month. : 

Further, cvery gratuity granted will 
amount to at least one month’s pay, field 
allowance and separation allowance. 


Men who have already been discharged 
will be given the gratuity to which they 
are entitled (iess any “post discharge 
pay” they have-received) after February 
Ist, 1919. 

Application for an adjustment must be 
cade to the paymaster of the ‘district 
from which the soldier was discharged. 
The necessary forms to be filled out in 
support of each claim for adjustment may 
be obtained from the military headquar- 
ters of each district, from district and unit 
paymasters and from officers commanding 
militia units. : 

Men who are still in the service will 
receive their first month’s gratuity im- 
mediately upon their discharge—unless 
they are “boarded”’ to receive treatment 
and full pay and allowances from the 
Department of Soldiers Civil! Re-Estab- 
lishment. 

Men who are in the care of the Soldiers’ 
Civil Re-Establishment will get their gra- 
tuity as soon as they cease to receive full 
pay and allowances,

One serious set-back ' of the 
Chinese people has been the system 
of education in that country. With 
i jeight thousand characters in their 
language little wonder that Western- 
ers and western knowledge could 
progress in that country.

Dependents to Canada 


f iE England, there is a colony of Canadian women who went overseas in 


order to be near their husbands. There. are also in England and 
France many women who married Canadian soldiers and have never 


> seen Canada. 


It is one of the duties that Can 


ada has incurred through the war te 


bring, back these dependents of our soldiers with all speed, and to help 


establish their home life. 


Up till the time the Armistice “vas 
signed, some 22,000 women and children 
werereturned. ‘There still remain about 


50,000 to be brought back. 


These: 50,000 soldiers’ depéndents will 
be returned to Canada at the public ex- 
pense. Those who have already arrived 
in’ Canada-since November Alth, 1913, 
will have their ocean and railway fare 
refunded by the Goveriment. 

The faciliticg for transporting ‘soldiers 
and their dependents ace limitede to 
about 30,090 monthly. Therefore, women 

"and children will be returned to Canada 
at the rate of about 5,000 to 7,000 each 
month. Many of the women will be 
accompanied by their husbands. .On 
every boat carrying 200 or more un- 
accompanied women there is a Y.W.C.A. 
secretary. 


At the Ports, 


To these 50,000 returning women and 
children-every care is being given. Until 
they reach the shores of Canada they are 
in charge’ of the Overseas Militia De- 
partment. 

At HALIFAX they are welcomed ‘by 
the Women’s Reception Committce, com- 
posed’ of women who have been cn- 
gaged in war activities. This committee 
has been organized for nearly two years, 
and has been doing splendid work. 

At ST. JOHN there is also a com- 
mittee representing all the organizations 
interested. This committee, although 
more recen‘ly formed, is giving excellent 

“service. ‘The National Y.W:C_A. has as- 
signed twosccretaries for workat thisport. 

On each of these Committees there is 
a trained nurse to Biye necessary at- 


tendance.

This nurse 
carries with her first aid supplies and an 
emergency fund of money furnished by 
the Red Cross,Society. 

Telegrams are sent ahead to the local 
branch of the Patriotic Fund and to.the 
local Reception Committees giving the 
number who' will arrive. .

Well, I'have geen both sides now 
and I can see what glorious work 
our navy has done—they have simp- 
ly starved them into submission. 
The bread they have to eat is as 
black as coal,\and they have forgot- 
ten what butter and margarine is 
like. This will tell you—what lit- 
tle bit of margarine there {s costs 
27 marks a pound, that is about $5 
of $6. Now Just a word or two about 
our’ returned prisoners. 

Of course, as he was retiring back 
to the other side of the Rhine we 
were following up, and of course you 
have read how he turned our poor, 
fellows loose to get back the best 
way they could. Well, I saw bun- 
dreds of them, and us fellows have 
got pretty hard with this life; but J 
can tell you {t softened us to see 
them. Some of them were nothing 
more than walking skeltons, and 
some of the poor fellows have died 
as soon as they reached us. Oh, I 
can never, forgive a German after 
all I have been through and seen. 
I often wish they would let us fel- 
lows run loose and clean up this 
town the same as the Hun has done 
to a good many in Belgium and 
France. But still J must let tt drop, 
and feel proud that I have done my 
little bit. to ‘smash the kalser’s 
dream of world power. 

Now I am pleased to let you know 
the wife and girls are gll quite well.

“To help in this three-fold service the Department of Soldiers’ Civil 


Re-Establishment was organized. 


The Medical Branch. 


The Medical Branch of this Depart- 
ment gives the special after-care that sol- 
diers who have suffered through war 
service need: 


‘On his return to Canada the invalided 
or wounded soldier is treated in milita 
hospitals. If the Medical Board decides 
that his case requires extended treatment 
iz certain diseases, he is discharged from 
the army and comes under the care of 
this Department. 


The Medical Branch then provides 
free medical and surgical treatment; 

—free artificial limbs and special boots 
for deformed feet; 

—free surgical appliances, eyeglasses, 
etc.; 

—free dental ‘treatment. 

At present this service is available not 

_ only on the soldier’s discharge from the 

army, but whenever he becomes ill again 
on account of disease or wounds due to 
war service. 


The Vocational ‘‘Re-Training” Branch. 

_ Some soldiers have so suffered on war 
service that they are prevented from 
working at the trade or occupation they 
followed before enlisting. This branch 
of the Department arranges for such men

free re-training in some trade or occupa- . 
tion.

While undergoing medical or surgical 
treatment in the hospitals of the Depart- 
ment, or “Re-Training,” the soldier re- 
ceives pay, and his family and depen- 
dents are granted adequate allowances. 


Information and Service Branch. 


This branch of the Department has 
been organized recently to give special 
service to the demobilized soldier. 
~- This branch first comes into contact 
with the soldier in France and England. 
Here it finds out the soldier’s previous 
experience, the employment he now pre- 
fers to take up, and the locality in which 
he intends to settle. 

Representatives of the Department 
keep in constant touch with returning 
soldiers before they reach Canada to let 
the men know just what the country. is 
prepared to do for them, to advise them, 
and to give them information. 

This. service will be extended through- 
out Canada and by means of it the 
returned soldier will be placed in touch 
with Government Employment Offices, 
where details of existing opportunities 
for employment are available. 

The representatives of the Department 
will themselves be returned men—those 
who can appreciate the soldier’s problem. 

The. work these ‘branches do will be 
described more fully in later announce- 
ments.
